Sermon by 
CHARLES T.

. On. the Mediterranean 8ea, 
_17.—We are not far from, the: place 
‘<jwhere poor Jonah long ago:had his 
Sead experience_in his attempt to run 
away from the Divine commission to 


the Ninevites. We are nearing Jaffa, 
the port from which he sailed, then 
called Joppa. Some, intent on dis. 
proving. as much as possible of the 
Bible, have attempted to make light 
of Jonah’s experience, claiming that 
there was no fish in the world of such 
capacity as could swallow a man en- 
tirely. We are to remember, how- 
ever, that the Scriptures do not say 
that it was an.ordinary whale that, 
swallowed Jonah, but rather they 
specifically declare that God “special. 
ly prepared” a great fish for the oc- 
casion. Nor is this all. We have our 


~ Lord’s own testimony to the truthful- 


ness of the mutter, and. whoever de- 
nies either his truthfulness or his in- 
telligence is thereby denying also his 
Messiahship and repudiating him as 
a Savimur, because neither a falsifier 
‘Nor a dupe could possibly be recog 
nized as the great Redeemer and 
Suviour, the Sent of God, the Mes- 
siah, . 

Additionally our Lord informs us 
that the Jonah incident was in the 
nature of a type, especially designed 
of God to foreshadow the fact that 
Jesus himself would be dead for parts 
of three days and arise from the dead 
on the third day, even as Jonah was 
buried alive for parts of three days 
and on the third day the great fish 
vomited him upon dry land. There 
is nothing difficult about the narra- 
tive to one who has proper faith in 
God. To those who have not faith, 
nothing connected with Divine re- 
velation is reasonable, commendable 
or satisfactory. Let us maintain our- 
stand with those who hold fast to, 
and hold forth for others, the Word 
of Life. ; 

But what have “the belly of hell’’ 
and the poor soul crying from it to 
do with the story of Jonah? And 
how does the story associate itself 
with our journey to-day over the 
Mediterranean Deep? Jonah was the 
man who was in the belly of hell and 
whose cry unto the Lord: from there 

‘ constitutes our text. When a boy I 
heard this text, and my imagination 
conjured up what hell would be like, 
and especially what the belly of hell, 
or what I supposed the middle part 
of it, would be like. I had the oppor- 
tunity of looking into blast -furnaces 
through what is called the glory-hole 
or peep-hole. There I noted that the 
centre of the fire was aft white heat. 
I tried to imagine people in such a 
condition in the very middle or belly 
of hell. I could not imagine how they 
could survive such'.an experience a 


single moment, let alone for al) etern- 


ity. I sought theolegical expositions 
of the matter and learned that some 
theologians of the hoary past, ad- 
mitting the destructive effect of fire, 
elaimed that God would specially 
vitalize all the poor creatures con- 
signed to this torment, so that they 
would never die, but would keep on 
suffering forever and forever and for- 
ever, untelluble -tortures. I found 
that other theologians explained that 
those consigned to such a fiery ordeal 
would gradually become adapted to 
it and assume an asbestos-like shell 
which would measurzbly protect them 
from the fire. But these theologians 
went en to explain that, wishing them 
to sutfer horrible tortures, God would 
scale off the asbestos shell, causing 
them to suffer still more excruciating- 
ly every time the operation was per- 
formed. As a child I tried to imagine 
that this was the just desert of sin- 
ners, and that the Heavenly Father 
was really kind and loving—that he 
did not give them worse, though I 
could not think of anything worse 
that they could suffer. 

“When I was a child, I spake as a 
child; but when I became a man, I 
put away childish things’ (I. Corin- 
thians xiii, 11). I asked for the proof 
that anybody could endure such suf- 
ferings and yet live. 
proof that our God is as unsym- 
pathetic as any devil could be. My 
mind rejected as irrational the whole 
proposition. I said: The God whom 
I shall worship must be a greater be. 
ing than myself—greater than any 
human being, not only in power to 
execute his will, but. also in wisdom 
to make a wise arrangement for his

creatures, and also perfect in justice | 


to do to them as he would have them 
do to him, if he were the creature 
and they the God. He must also be 
perfect in love, the noblest feature of 
any character. I said to myself, Such 
must be the God who was the Creator 
of our race, for he has produced in 
humanity certain degrees of these 
various qualities and he could not 


give to man what he does not himself | 


possess, nor can we suppose that he 
would create man with more justice, 
wisdom, love and power than he him- 
self possesses. To that great God I 
bowed my heart and mind and every 
power that I possess. To him I still 
‘bow, and give thanks that by _ his 
grace I have come to see his charac- 
ter, his Plan and his Word more 
clearly than in the past. I thank him 
that now I can see in what ‘way ulti- 
mately Jesus will be the “‘Light of the 
world’’—not merely the Light of the 
Church (John viii, 12). 

In abandoning the doctrine of eter- 
nal torment my disposition was _ to 


abandon the Bible also, because I 
believed that the Bible was the 
foundation of the irrational theory 


which had pictured God to my mind 
as a demon of the worst imaginable 
type. But, thank God, dear friends, 
the Lord heard my prayer for light, 
for knowledge _ respecting himself. 
After I had made a search of heathen 
creeds, as well us those of Christen- 


dom, and had found them all illogi- |

Scriptures declare that ‘“‘sheol” (hell) 
shall be ‘destroyed.- “I. will ransom 
them from the power of the ‘grave’ 
(sheol); I will)-redeem them from 
death; O death, I will be thy plagues; 
O grave (sheol, hell) I will be ‘thy 
destruction” (Hosea xiii, 14). St. Paul 
quotes this prophecy in conjunction 
with his great discourse on the resur- 
rection “O death, where is thy. sting? 
O ‘grave’ (hades) where is thy vic- 
tory’ (I. Corinthians xv, 55). 

We tee, dear friends, what our dear 
Redeemer suffered on our behalf to re- 
lease us from the penaf“y for sin. He 
did not go to eternal torment for our 
sins. He-did go into “sheol,” ito 
“hades,” into the “grave.”: Christ 
died for our sins, according to the 
Scriptures” (I. Corinthians xv, 3). 
Thus God has provided ‘for the resur- 
rection of the dead — all mankind, 
“both of the ‘just’ and of the ‘un- 
just’.”. The ‘just’ are the Church, 
the saints. The “unjust” include all 
others. The blood of Jesus will avail 
for the release of every member of the 
race from the great penalty of death. 
Now it operates under a special call to 
the saintly few who are invited to be- 
come joint-heirs with the Redeemer 
in his great Kingdom which shortly 
is to bless all the families of the earth 
—not only those then living, but also 
all who have gone down to the tomh. 
The general resurrection will not be 
an instantaneous one, as in the case 
of the saints. It will be a gradual one 
in two senses. : 

(1) All will not come forth at once, 
but, as the Apostle declares, ‘“‘Every 
man in his own order,” company or 
band (I. Corinthians xv, 23). 

(2) It will be gradual in the sense 
that the awakening from the tomb 
will be but the beginning of the re- 
surrection of the world. During the 
thousand years of Christ’s reign all 
who will give heed to his instructions 
and assistance may rise gradually— 
up, up, up—and by the close of the 
Millennium they will reach the full 
perfection and image of God lost by 
Father Adam through disobedience. 
The unwilling, those rebellious after 
the light has fully come upon them, 
will be destroyed in the Second Death, 
from which there will be no recovery. 
They will perish as the brute beasts. 

So, then, let us learn a lesson from

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Fighting Statesman and Lieutenants 
Are Picturesque Men. 


‘ The meteoric career of Le Devoir, 
Mr. Bourassa’s new Montreal daily, 
has been interrupted by the departure 
from his staff. of his two chief lieuten- 
ants, Mr. Oliver Asselin and Mr. Jules 
Fournier, men who The Montreal Her- 
ald-says, attracted libel suits as natur- 
ally as water attracts ducks. 
‘Asselin,’ says The Herald, ‘‘claims 
to have been reared below Quebec, 
and to have come to Montreal, where 


way of New England. Materially, 
there are circumstantial proofs of the 
claim, but in essence he hails straight 
from one of Dumas’ novels of the 
Fronde. He is a disturber of the 
peace of people in high places, be- 
cause he is a person of enthusiasms 
who is quite careless of consequences. 
He never measures his likes or dis- 
likes. He has always a cause to fight 
for, and in fighting he puts his own 
convenience last. Like our most dis- 


ers, he excels in breaking the rules 
and in being penalized for it. His 
worst break was when he struck a 
Quebec Minister on the floor of the 
Legislature; that and other things 
have taken him behind prison walls 
and into the dock. On the other 
hand, a very successful and very 
honorable Montreal public man, in 
whose interest Asselin had worked , 
like a Trojan for weeks together, | 
after many unencouraged hints about , 
remuneration, mailed him a check for 
a tidy sum. It came back by the 
next mail, with the comment that 
when he worked for his friends he 
worked for friendship. When he has 
been really pressed for money the fact 
has been indicated by public adver- 
tisement of the desire to sell some 
valuable books. 

“Health he has always treated as 
quite secondary. Those whom he has 
so relentlessly pursued say he is a 
neurasthenic; in the middle of one of 
his hardest battles he fell at his work, 
the victim of a painful vilment, trom 
which, by dint of not giving in to it, 
he soon atter recovered. His moos 
interchange between sardonic bitter. 
ness, which he indulges when some 
unworthy act has excited his reprobi 
tion, and light-hearted banter, that 
bubbles up when svmeone has invite | 
contempt. At St. Henri, during the 
campaign on the Board of Control 
referendum, he had the hall laugh- 
ing for near an hour as he portrayed 
the postures in which the aldermen 
had been exposed by Judge Cannon, 
and, then, suddenly, instantly, his 
thin face lit up by a flash of passion, 
sent a shiver over the whole audience 
with a fiery aside about the long pro- 
cession of little white coffins in the 
summer months. - 

“In the Fronde he would have been 
at home, and would have_ broken 
himself cheerfully for the cc 3 of 
Henri of Guise or Henri of Navarre. 
Here he has forced the fighting for 
another Henri, who until lately had 
not to worry about actions in dam- 
ages for libel. He has done as much 
as, perhaps more than, any other man 
to train and hold together the Na- 
tionalist team, which has shown 
fighting power out of proportion to 
its numbers and resources. 

“Fournier is like and unlike. He 
is reckless, but he has a sense of 
humor. Understatement has no charm 
for him, and he is not scrupulously 
fair, but he does put oil with his 
vinegar. Proof against the influence 
of mere fact, he is a little proud of 
not being sure whether the® libel 
actions against him aggregate $115,- 
000 or -$165,000. He loves to threaten 
others with the treatment they have 
meted out to him, and actually glories 
over having been put in jai] for a 
political offence. While he was there 
he took revenge on his jailer by 
treating him to a weekly dose of ridi- 
cule. When the municipal elections 
were over and the Twenty-three were 
overwhelmed, he summed up the 
day’s work in the line, ‘If this goes 
on there will soon be nobody to write 
against.’ The queer twists he gave 
to political discussion were a feature 
of the persona] journalism Le Devoir 
sought to introduce. Once he pro- 
tested against the severity with which 
Senator David treated Laurier in his 
recent writings, but there was a font 
note, ‘this is not serious.’ To a per- 
sonal question whether he bore any 
relation to a distinguished judge of | 
his name, his answer was, ‘I am not} 
in any sense a seigneur, nor kin to | 
them. near or far; I am a roturier,’ 
which is to say, at the other extreme 
of the scale.

Many: Notable Englishwomen. Hold 
Titles In Their Own Right. 


While so many women are agitating 
for their ‘‘rights’’ it is of interest to 
know that a great many of the gentler 
sex hold exalted positions in their 
own right in England, and do not de- 
rive their titles from their husbands. 
At present there are a number of peer- 
esses in their own right—sixteen ‘to be 
exact, the one whose: peerage jis of 
the greatest’ antiquity being.Lady de 
Ros. whose barony—the premier har- 
ony of England—was.created by Si- 
mon.de Montfort when, after the hat- 
tle of: Lewes he summoned Robert de 


Ros by. writ in the King’s name, to} 


Parliament, 

Lady. de Ros was the only child of 
the late Lord de Ros, who. died rather. 
more than two years ago. Her: hus- 
band is a brother of Lord Dartrey, 
and she has three daughters — the 
Hon. Mrs. Ross, the Hon. Maude 
Dawson and the Hon. Mrs. Wade 
Palmer. Having no brother, these la- 
dies are co-heiresses to their mother’s 
barony, for it is a peculiarity of Eng- 
lish baronies by writ that vrimogeni- 
ture among females is ignored. All, 
daughters are equal co-heiresses, and 
not one of them can obtain the title 
until she becomes the sole heiress. 

But this is not all. Mrs. Ross has. 
two sons, and Mrs. Wade Palmer has 
two daughtérs and the barony may re- 
main in abeyance until the descen- 
dants of the original co-heiresses have 
dwindled down to one person. Be- 
cause of this peerages have sometimes 
remained in abeyance for centuries. 
However, the King has a prerogative. 
He can at any time he chooses con- 
fer, the dignity on any one of the co- 
heirs, 

Two peeresses are minors, Lady 
Beaumont and Lady Clifton of Leigh- 
ton Bromswold. The first Baron Beeau- 
mont was the grandson of John de 
Brienne, who held the’ glorious dig- 
nity of King of Jerusalem. After be- 
ing in abeyance for more than 300 
years the barony fell in 1840 to a 
Yorkshire Roman Catholic gentleman, 
Miles Thomas Stapleton of Carlton. 
His son and successor -married a_ 
daughter of the late Sir Charles Tem- 
pest and when he died, fourteen years 
ago, he left a little girl, who was 
scarcely more than a year old. Less 
than three weeks later another girl 
was born. The barony was called out 
of abeyance in favor of the elder child 
before she was two years old. 

But Lady Clifton is the baby among 
peeresses in their own right. She was 
born at the beginning of 1900, and be- 
fore she was twelve months old her 
father’s death made her a peeress. The 
heir presumptive is her uncle, Lord 
Darnley. 

On the denth of the late Lord Love- 
lace, three yeafs ago, his only child, 
the great-granddaughter of Byron, be- 
came Baroness Wentworth in her own 
right. This barony has been held by 
baronesses more often than any other. 
First conferred on Sir Thomas Went- 
worth, Chamberlain to Edward VI. 
and a connection of the family of the 
same name settled at Wentworth 
Woodhouse, near Sheffield, and now 
represented by Lord Fitzwilliam, it 
passed in course of time to Henrietta, 
the only child of the fifth baron, when 
she was a child of ten. 

Born durjng the Commonwealth, 
she fell a victim to the glances of 
the Due of Monmouth, her rents, her 
jewels and her credit were lovingly 
given to forward his plots for usurp- 
ing the throne. From Henrietta the 
barony passed to an aunt, who was 
succeeded by her granddaughter. Af- 
ter the lapse of more than a century 
it fell aguin to a baroness, who was 
none other than the widow of Byron. 

Lady Cromartie is the only living 
countess in her own righ‘. The peer- 
age was first conferred on her gread- 
mother, Anne, Duchess of Sutherland, 
mother of the Duke of Sutherland and 
Mistress of the Robes in the '70s. Her 
Grace was a descendant of the Mac- | 
kenzies, the old Earl of Cromarties, | 
and the inheritor of their estates. At 
her death she was succeeded, in ac- | 
cordance with the terms of the patent, | 
by her second son. The late Lord Cro- | 
martie died when his elder daughter 
was fifteén, and she had to wait two 
years before she was confirmed in the 
title. She married Major Blunt-Mac- 
kenzie, and has a daughter and two 
oo Viscount Tarbat, the heir, is 

ve. : 

When William Amhurst Tyssen-Am- 
herst was raised to the peerage in the 
‘00s, he had no sons but several 
daughters, all accomplished and all 
named Margaret after their mother. 
The eldest of these, who was married 
to Lord William Cecil of the Exeter 
family, was granted special remainder 
to the barony, and on her father’s 
death a few months ago became Lady 
Amherst of Hackney in her own right. 
She has four sons, but no daughters. 
The future succession is limited to 
heirs male.
